would have voted for the League and Treaty as .submitted; 
and I advocated its ratification accordingly. 
I dill not think 
aful I do not now think that anything in the League Coven­ 
ant as sent to the Senate would violate Hie constitution of 
the United States or would involve us iii wars which it 
would not be to the highest interest of the world and th** 
country to suppress by universal boycott and. if need be, by 
m ilitary force. 
I consider that the moral effect of Article X 
on 
predatory nations would restrain 
them from war as tin* 
declaration of Hie Monroe Doctrine has done and that Hie re 
qu ire meat, of the unanimous consent by the representative# 
of the great powers iii council before League action would 
safeguard the United States from any perversion of Hie high 
purpose of the League. 
Moreover, I believe that the issue of 


the League transcends in its im portance any dom estic issues 
and would justify and require one who believes so to ignore 
party ties and secure this great boon for the w orld and this 
country."

(But Mr. Taft, like many other Republicans who have 
held office, can’t bring himself to desert his party because he 
calculates that not enough Republican Senators tan he re­ 
moved to insure a two-thirds majority for the League with­ 
out nullifying reservations.

Xlr. Lodge, the Senate Republican leader, promised to abide 
by tho people’s verdict.
